House Passes Bill to Pay $100,- 
000 for 13 Years, Then 
$467,000 Down. 





BUTLER AVERTS SHAKE-UP 


His Long-Distance Telephone

Fifteen memibers of the House of Del- 
egates, all who were present at Wednes- 
day's special meeting, voted for the 
passage of the bill for the purchase on 
the installment plan, of the old Fair 
Grounds for park purposes. ’ 

The bill provides that the city, after 
paying $100,000 a year for 13 years, shall 
then have the privilege of purchase for 
$467,000. This would make the total cust 
$1,767,000 besides interest. The bill was 


introduced by Delegate Stannard, who 
was not present Wednesday. It will 
lg its first reading in the Council Fri- 
ay. 

Among the 15 attending were Dele- 
gates Williams, Conran and Witthoefft, 
three of the five who were expected to 
go over to the minority at Tuesday 
night’s meeting to bring about a reor- 
ganization. They failed to do so, leaving 
the pnreenty still the majority, and dis- 
appointing Delegate Hussey in the fond 
hope that he would at last be permitted 
to make his long-repressed speech. 

A big crowd Tuesday night climbed 
up into the balcony of the House cham- 
ber and waited .expectantly for the 
shake-up. They were also waiting for 
Hussey'’s speech. But neither came, and 
the disgusted visitors filed down the 
straiways and out into the night with 
many muttered imprecations on the 
“fourflushers.’’ 

The minority leaders say the reorgani- 
zation was prevented by the publication 
of their plans. “Do you think you could 
win at poker,’ saic one, “if someone 
took your cards and laid them face up 
before the fellow on the other side of 
the table?’

Dr. Charles Ellis of the St. Louis dog 
hospitals says that all dogs should be 
muzzled on the streets unless they are 
being led. He says that the terror the 
sight of any dog with his mouth open 
during the summer causes, in most 
neighborhoods, is often the cause of ac- | 
cidents that could easily have been 
avoided.

“There is also great error in most pco- 
ple’s minds concerning what should be 
done when you are bitten. I don’t be- 
lieve in cauterizing a dog-bite wound. 
The wound is sore enotigh already and it 
won't do any especial good, unless you 
can,do the cauterizing within two min- 
utes after the bite. 

“Treat it like any other wound. Then 
try to find out if the dog is mad. Never 
shoot a dog that has bitten you and 
which you have reason to believe is 
mad. Keep it for two weeks to see if 
it has rabies. If it has, then you must 
take the Pasteur treatment.’”’

FOR CONVENTION 


Oklahoma and Indian Territory 
Citizens Seek Delegate 
Nominations. 


GUTHRIE, oO. T., June 27.—Citizens 
of Oklahoma and Indian Territory are 
showing less interest in the choice of 
candidates for the Senate and the State 
offices than they are in the candidates 
for membership in the State constitu- 
tional convention to meet next fall, and 
the issues that will come before the 
committee. There will be a total of 112 
delegates in the convention.. At this 
time there are not less than two thou- 
sand avowed candidates for delegate 
nominations in the two territories. 





Popularly, a seat in the convention is 


regarded as carrying more honor than 
election to Congress. 

The legislative influence of ‘railroad 
and other corporations will be one of 
the important issues in the election of 
members of the convention. The cor- 
poration lawyer has been singled out 
for defeat above all other aspirants. 

Men with a high view of the opportu- 
nities offered in the making of the Con- 
stitution of the new State declare that 
members of the convention, while 
guarding against dangers of untried and 
radical theories, should make a Con- 
stitution in keeping with the knowledge 
of state and national! affairs that has 
been gained in the last ten or fifteen 
years. Among other questions the in- 
itiative and referendum will doubtless 
receive the fullest consideration in the 
convention.

RESCUE WORK 


Suspended Chief Helps Save 
Workmen in Fourth 
Street Collapse. 


Suspended Chief of Police Kiely was 
happy for half an hour Tuesday. He 
forgot his troubles with the Police 
Board and the interminable delays of 
his trial and was back in harness again, 
doing the work he knows and likes best. 

The instincts of a policeman compelled 
him to act when a wall of a building 
being wrecked at Fourth and Pine 
streets, fell w*hout warning, burying 
five men. 

When the crash came, Kiely, immacu- 
lately dressed, was standing in front 
fo the Planters Hotel with a group of 
friends. The accident occurred almost 
directly across the street. 

While the lime dust was still rising 
from the ruins, Kiely broke away 
from his friends and ran across the 
street. Groping his way into the 
wrecked building, he found a staircase 
which still clung to the side of the 
walls..

He had a path 
cleared to the stairway, down which 
the men were carried, and gave orders 
that two ambulances be called. 

He was careful to give no instruc- 
tions to the policemen who appeared on 
the scene, but he made suggestions 
which they were glad to comp!y with, 
because the suspended Chief spoke, not 
with authority, but with the wisdom of 
long experience. 

When the men had all been rescued 
one of the workmen mopped his brow 
and said:

‘Only reliable, competent men should be permitted to 
“hm automobiles. In order to assure the employ- 
‘ment of only competent, reliable men, the chauffeurs 
ought to be licensed, after an exam#nation, and their 
licenses should be revoked upon evidence of reckless 
“speeding, careless running or intoxication while 
handling a machine. 

The reckless chauffeur is not only a menace to 
the automobile, but to the owner, his family, his 
friends and the public. While some owners are 
‘Yeckless, a large proportion of the automobile ac- 
. Gidents have been caused by reckless or intoxicated 
chauffeurs, who take the machines out without the 
knowledge of their employers. 

The great, powerful machines which are in use 
now on the streets must be handled with care and 
skill, in order to avoid accidents. The drivers 
must be men of experience, with cool heads and who 
feel their responsibility. It is dangerous to intrust 
an automobile to a boy or to a man whose relia- 
bility is not known. |

If he has done nothing else, he has at 

least checked a growing belief that great 
corporations are amenable only to “the 
higher law” and have nothing to fear at the 
hands of the National Government. The 
record of his administration’s activities in 
this connection must command respect from 
its sturdiest opponents. The Times made a 
partial catalogue yesterday of some of the 
recent proceedings against these. corpora- 
tions. The Paper Trust has been destroyed; 
80 indictments have been found against the 
Fertilizer Trust, the Tobacco Trust has been 
compelled to bring its books into court ‘and 
the presidents of two of its constituent 
companies have been indicted, the Drig 
Trust has been enjoined, the Beef Trust has 
been fought in courts and in Congress, and 
the President has brought about federal in- 
spection of its products “from the hoof to 
the can.” In addition, the administration is 
persistently prosecuting railroads that give 
rebates and corporations that accept them. 
More has teen done in the last year to stop 
rebates than was accomplished in. all the 
rest of the time since the interstate com- 
merce Jaw was passed. The President is 
now credited with an ambition to send a 
railroad president or two to jail after the 
rate bill is passed, in the belief that this 
will end the practice quicker than anything 
else. ~ As for the rate bill itself, even Sen- 
ator Tillman gives the credit to Mr. Roose- 
velt. The administration, thanks to the per- 
sistence of Secretary Hitchcock, has prac- 
tically destroyed the flourishing Western 
industry of ot, Government lands. It 
convicted Senater Mitchell; it has driven 
Burton out of the Senate and is doing its 
best to send him to Jail. Now it is about 
to bring proceedings against the Standard 
Oil Co., a corporation which for years has 
been allowed to go its own way regardless 
of law or justice or the public welfare. 

The Post-Dispatch has condemned the mistakes 
of President Roosevelt—his tendency towards cen- 
tralization and usurpation, his apparent compromises 
and his occasional reckless methods.

THE RUSSIAN MASSACRES. 

The Senate joint resolution protesting against the 
massacres of the Russian Jews voices*the sentiments 
of the American people, who in this manner signify 
to the Russian Government their abhorrence of the 
inhuman outrages perpetrated in the Czar’s do- 
mizion. 

It is acknowledged that diplomatic usage forbids 
the interference of the Government. It is “bad 
form” even to transmit a mild remonstrance. In 
international intercourse it is agreed that govern- 
ments shall not meddle with the internal. concerns 
of each other, no matter what the occasion may be. 

But the people of the United States can, without 
diplomatic offense, make known their sentiments. 
If the two houses of Congress and the President 
unite in publishing these sentiments it will need 
no diplomatic pressure to make it effective. The 
Czar’s Government is on the defensive. He cannot 
‘afford.to defy the public opinion of the world by 
permitting the continuance of the outrages on hu- 
manity which disgrace his dominions. He needs the 
moral support of the world in his present trying
